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Pensioners set to be hit by travel budget cuts

PENSIONERS could be 
left isolated in villages or 
unable to attend hospital 
appointments if plans to 
cut concessionary travel 
are approved. 

The town’s most needy 
commuters face peak¬ 
time travel charges fol¬ 
lowing government 
spending cuts when 
Dorset County Council 
takes responsibility from 
the district and borough 


councils on April 1st. 

Whilst free bus travel 
between 9:30am to 11pm 
looks set to continue, re¬ 
ductions in Government 
funding could force the 
county council to cancel 
additional concessions. 

This includes free bus 
travel before 9:30am and 
after 11pm on weekdays 
and taxi tokens/vouchers. 

Bridport town council¬ 
lors expressed their con¬ 


cerns about the scheme at 
the town council’s plans 
committee on Monday 
night. 

Leader of the town 
council, Councillor Dave 
Rickard, was particularly 
concerned about the ef¬ 
fect the scheme would 
have on villagers. 

He said: “I know that in 


certain rural areas the 
first bus, and in some 
areas the only bus, is be¬ 
fore 9:30am. 

“I think a full consulta¬ 
tion should look at all the 
villages because some 
would be left simply not 
able to get into the near¬ 
est town.”

RACHAEL Kershaw, 37, will be helping Bridport 
people kick-start their New Year goals this 
month. 

Having been a Slimming World success story 
herself, Rachael took over the group she at¬ 
tended and now runs a weekly evening and 
morning session in the town. 

Rachael has been running her Tuesday night 
group for three years now and the Wednesday 
morning group has been going for a year. 

Rachael's day job is also related to healthy eat¬ 
ing, working as a Finance Manager for Local 
Food Links. 

As an added boost to her healthy lifestyle 
Rachael is also a key player for Bridport's Auto- 
bitz Netball team who are currently on course to 
claim their first division one title. 

Rachael lives in Bridport with her husband 
Mark, 10-year-old daughter Ella and seven-year- 
old son Archie. 


■ WHAT made you decide to take on a Slimming 
World group? 

I put on weight with both my pregnancies and I had breast 
cancer in 2005 and my weight ballooned during my treat¬ 
ment. I joined Slimming World and about three months 
later the consultant moved away and so the group was on 
relief. Come October I’d lost about four stone and I was 
asked about becoming a consultant. At first I thought I 
couldn’t do it but then I thought, actually, it’s made such 
a difference to my life, I’d love to be part of that for other 
people’s lives. I’ve never really looked at it as a job be¬ 
cause I’ve got my job and this is just something I love 
doing. 

■ WHAT is the best part about being a group 
leader? 

I love watching people change, not just physically, but in 
the way they talk, the way they hold themselves, the way 
they walk, absolutely everything changes about them. Just 
seeing the difference it makes to peoples lives. 

■ LOSING weight is a New Year's resolution for many 
people, is January a good month to start? 

I think it’s a psychological thing, people tend to say lets 
get Christmas out the way and then have a new year, new 
start. January will be really nice because there will be 
people who won’t have been members before who want 
to come and there will be people who may have been 
members before who never quite achieved what they 
wanted to. I would say to those people, make this the year 
you achieve your goals. 



■ HOW does Slimming World differ from other 
diets? 

It’s sensible eating. There are lots of foods that you can 
eat freely so you don’t have to keep your scales and 
measuring jugs out for everything. It is a good balanced 
diet; there isn’t anything that you can’t have, it’s just 
moderation of the naughty things. For me when I wanted 
to lose weight I very much wanted to be able to cook 
family meals that everybody could eat and enjoy. 

■ ARE Slimming World groups a female dominated 
environment? 
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No, I’ve got three couples that come, I’ve got a whole 
family that come, it’s absolutely not just women. The men 
I think probably on the first time they walk in find it in¬ 
timidating but the women all look after them. 

■ WHAT are your top three tips for losing weight? 

Obviously come to Slimming World would be my first. 
Secondly I’d say the most important thing is not just com¬ 
ing to group, it’s staying to group because during group 
you get ideas and support. People want to know how 
you’re doing. Really it’s just about giving it the time and 
commitment that it deserves really. If it’s important 
enough for you to lose weight then set aside that time to 
really focus on it. 

■ WHAT are your goals for 2011 ? 

With regards to my group I just want to keep getting peo¬ 
ple coming in and being positive about their weight loss 
and keeping their weight off. Personally, last year was a 
really busy year. In October I got signed off from the 
breast clinic because I made my five years, which was re¬ 
ally fantastic. Ever since then I’ve just made sure I have 
time for me, time for my husband and time for me and 
the family. Just trying to get a good balance between work 
life and home life really. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I’d quite like Simon Cowell because I’d like to know if 
he is as rude in real life. I’d have Peter Kay because he is 
hilarious, although he might not like a Slimming World 
meal. He does some quite interesting jokes about Slim¬ 
ming World on his tours. 

My third would be someone like Daley Thompson be¬ 
cause I always loved the athletics growing up, I used to 
watch the Olympics and I always thought he was great.

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Residents continue fight against Lidl's sign 


ANGRY residents on St Andrews Road 
have vowed to continue to fight light 
pollution coming from the Lidl and 
Travis Perkins stores. 

The call comes after Lidl issued a new 
application for an illuminated sign on 
the front of its store on St Andrews 
Road - despite having had a previous 
application rejected just two months 
ago. 

Chairman of the St Andrew’s Resi¬ 
dents Association, Simon Williams, 
said that the whole development had 
been a “gross intrusion” on the land¬ 
scape and the latest application had 
been the last straw. 

“We have a real light problem with 


both Travis Perkins and the Lidl build¬ 
ing. At night the light emission is ap¬ 
palling. 

“One of our key issues early this year 
is to pursue the whole issue of light 
emissions from those two sites. 

“The planning guidelines are very 
clear, if it was on a trading estate it 
would be acceptable but it is not on a 
trading estate, it’s in an area of out¬ 
standing natural beauty and it sticks out 
like a sore thumb. 

Lidl representative James Mitchell 
spoke at the Bridport Town Council’s 
Plans committee on Monday night. He 
said that the lack of an illuminated sign 
had “left the building without identity 


in the hours of darkness.” 

Mr Williams, who lives a short dis¬ 
tance from the store, strongly disagrees 
with this comment. “It has a massive 
presence in terms of the illumination 
and the unlit signs on the roadside are 
more than adequate because they are in 
bright primary colours,” he said. 

“The light emission from those two 
sites is absolutely monumental. It’s 
gross pollution, it’s not just adding in¬ 
sult to injury it’s increasing the light 
pollution and they have got to do some¬ 
thing about it. We and no doubt Brid¬ 
port Town Council are determined that 
they will.” 

Fellow residents at the plans meeting 


also raised concerns about fluorescent 
strip lighting inside the store, which is 
visible from nearby homes. 

St Andrew’s Road resident Jim Bar- 
tram said: “It’s garish and completely 
out of place. It’s more suited to Las 
Vegas than Bridport.” 

The town council voted to object the 
application on the same grounds they 
had two months ago. 

Leader of the Bridport Town Council, 
Councillor Dave Rickard said: “I com¬ 
pletely concur with the fact that light 
pollution from the site is too much. This 
needs to be addressed. I fail to see why 
they’re wasting time bringing this 
back.” 



New scheme to offer help with reading 


ADULTS with reading difficulties can now get a help¬ 
ing hand with a new scheme in Bridport. 

Following success in Dorchester and Weymouth the 
Read Easy project has now trained two coaches to 
work with adults in Bridport. 

The project was launched in 2010 by Dorchester 
prison’s former literacy tutor Ginny Williams-Ellis. 

The project aims to build confidence and improve 
competence in the written word, which in turn, pro¬ 
duces positive effects in terms of quality of life. It can 
help with employment issues, improve the ability to 
travel easily and boost self-esteem. 

Ginny Williams-Ellis said: “We all hear about in¬ 
creasing numbers of A grades at A Level, but sadly 


there is a huge group of people missing out on oppor¬ 
tunities because, for one reason or another, the educa¬ 
tional system has failed them. Our aim is to give these 
people a second chance.” 

Read Easy is run entirely by volunteers. Fifteen peo¬ 
ple initially came forward to volunteer as coaches and 
received their training in September last year. 

They committed themselves to two or three half hour 
sessions a week and started their coaching from Oc¬ 
tober onwards. Of the ten reader/coach partnerships 
subsequently established, nine are still going strong. 
The youngest new reader is 18-years-old and the old¬ 
est 72, and they come from a range of different back¬ 
grounds. These are people with learning difficulties,

new scheme will operate. 

Peter Finney, DCC cab¬ 
inet member for trans¬ 
port, said: “While many

New office to help council meet green targets 


THE district council's 
move to 'green' offices 
next year will help West 
Dorset meet its climate 
change strategy - ac¬ 
cording to a report pub¬ 
lished on dorsetforyou. 
com 

The report highlights 
the progress made by 
West Dorset District 
Council and other mem¬ 
bers of the West Dorset 
Partnership since the 
launch of the climate 
change strategy just 
over a year ago. 

Launched by Oliver 
Letwin MP, the strategy 


aims to help residents, 
businesses and other or¬ 
ganisations across West 
Dorset reduce their car¬ 
bon emissions by 30 per 
cent by 2020 from levels 
recorded in 2005. The 
strategy's monitoring 
report released today 
highlights a number of 
key achievements made 
by the Partnership so far. 

In addition to setting 
out plans to relocate to 
'green' offices in 2012, 
West Dorset District 
Council's carbon man¬ 
agement programme 
has included numerous 


actions such as cutting 
the number of vehicles 
in their refuse fleet and 
training drivers to re¬ 
duce fuel usage. 

Magna Housing Asso¬ 
ciation has successfully 
managed to reduce its 
business mileage by 
30,000 miles in 2009/10 
by introducing video 
conferencing software 
to its operations. 

Meanwhile, Transition 
Town Dorchester is in 
the process of develop¬ 
ing a community or¬ 
chard and community 
farm to reduce food 
miles in the local area. 


West Dorset District 
Council leader, Robert 
Gould said:"The council 
takes its role in the cli¬ 
mate change strategy 
very seriously and we 
are striving to be as en¬ 
vironmentally friendly 
as possible in the way 
we operate.

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Bridport toddler receives 
little Star'bravery award 


A TODDLER battling leukaemia 
has received a national award for 
his bravery after the "Little Star" 
was nominated by his proud 
mum. 

Three-year-old Alfie Slater, from 
Bridport, has faced gruelling 
treatment since being diagnosed 
with chronic myloid leukaemia in 
August, a condition that affects 
less than five children under the 
age of five in the UK each year. 

The form of leukaemia is so rare 
that doctors are unable to predict 
his chances of survival. 

Since his diagnosis Alfie has 
faced gruelling treatment and 
overcame a fear of having a drip 
inserted by referring to the con¬ 
traption he used to wheel the 
drip around as Robbie Robot. 

The youngster has now had his 
courage recognised by a national 
charity after being nominated for 
a Cancer Research UK Little Star 
award by his mum, Holly, 23. 

The annual awards, in partner-

ship with TK Maxx, acknowledge 
the unique challenges faced by 
youngsters who encounter can¬ 
cer. 

Holly first became concerned 
about Alfie when his stomach be¬ 
came swollen. 

Doctors initially put that down 
to constipation but his worried 
mum asked for more tests, which 
later indicated he had an en¬ 
larged spleen. 

Further tests in Southampton 
General Hospital confirmed he 
was suffering from cancer. 

Holly said: "That type of 
leukaemia is extremely rare for a 
child of Alfie's age. His specialist 
said she had not seen a similar 
case for several years. 

"Alfie had to have chemother¬ 
apy. He is scared of things going 
near his mouth, but he was very 
brave when doctors had to insert 


a tube into his nose and mouth 
for his treatment. 

"To overcome his fear, he was 
encouraged to call his drip Rob¬ 
bie Robot as it had to be wheeled 
around with him. 

"Doctors can't tell me Alfie's 
chances of surviving because the 
cancer is so rare and they don't 
know. 

"But I am so proud of the way he 
has faced everything. He has 
been so brave". 

Helen Johnstone, from Cancer 
Research UK, added: "Alfie richly 
deserves to receive the Little Star 
Award. He has overcome a lot of 
fear to receive the treatment he 
needs and he is a perfect example 
of why children who battle cancer 
deserve to have their courage 
recognised". 

As well as receiving his star¬ 
shaped trophy, Alfie also received 
a £50 TK Maxx gift card and cer¬ 
tificate signed by celebrities and 
sports stars.

Dorset Wildlife Trust's Pastures New Project Officer, 
Catherine Mason, said: "There are many personal 
benefits to be gained from conservation volunteer¬ 
ing, as well as the obvious improvement to the habi¬ 
tats and wildlife. 

"Working outdoors gives access to fresh air and the 
natural environment, proven to be beneficial to 
physical and mental well-being. The extra exercise 


can only be a good thing, and volunteering provides 
a chance to meet new people and visit new places." 

The Pastures New Project is working to improve 
the quality of grassland habitats in West Dorset. 

Conservation work parties run every fortnight 
throughout the year contributing to this work.Tasks 
include clearing scrub to help wild flowers to grow, 
laying hedges, removing invasive species such as Hi¬ 
malayan balsam and sowing wild flower seed to 
help restore meadows. 

Volunteers for the project will be working along¬ 
side the local ranger team to remove invasive scrub, 
enabling wildflowers, and particularly orchids, to 
thrive.

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A FAREWELL disco was held to say goodbye 
to Bridport House Club last week, as the 
youth group's 33-year history came to an 
end. 

The club, which has been run by the same 
couple since the start, has been forced to 
close after nobody came forward to 
takeover the running of the monthly group. 

The club held a fancy dress disco, pictured 
above, on Wednesday of last week for mem¬ 
bers past and present, with photos taken 
over the past 33 years on show. 

Pete and Lin Dew began the club in 1977, 
to give young people in the town some¬ 
where to go. 

Having devoted more than half their lives 


to the club the couple had hoped to find 
someone younger to take on the commit¬ 
ment. 

Despite appealing for help no-one came 
forward and so they reluctantly had to close 
the club last week, which was still attract¬ 
ing 40 to 50 regular members. 

In its heyday the club, which caters for 
young people aged seven to 18-years-old, 
was attracting more than 100 members. 

Despite saying goodbye last week, 
founder Lin Dew still said she would wel¬ 
come anyone who came forward to resur¬ 
rect the club. 

"We're the wrong side of 50 really. It takes 
a lot of time and commitment and it needs 


fresh blood, or it needed fresh blood. Peo¬ 
ple are just so busy these days they just 
can't give up the time," she said. 

"Someone could resurrect it but we have 
said this is the last one. It is a sad night in 
some ways. I'm told by the children that 
they will miss it. 

"We first started the club because there 
was nothing for this age group to do at the 
time, but there are loads of things for them 
to do now. 

"If someone wants to resurrect then we 
will help them, but it's not just about turn¬ 
ing up on the night there is a lot that goes 
on behind the scenes." 


Credit Union wants 
more volunteers 


IT IS a fact that people on low in¬ 
comes from time to time need to bor¬ 
row money when it is just not 
available from the normal sources. 

Because credit unions are mutual or¬ 
ganisations run mainly by volunteers 
giving their time freely, and over¬ 
heads are kept to a minimum, they 
can often meet this need. 

A credit union provides a safe FSA 
regulated environment for people to 
save and borrow money. 

They help to prevent people getting 
into a spiral of debt leading to them 
becoming vulnerable, and having to 
take out very high interest loans from 
doorstep lenders, who may be operat¬ 
ing legally or illegally. 

Members are encouraged to put 
money to one side regularly for future 
needs (although this is not a require¬ 
ment to receiving a loan), making 
saving a more meaningful opportu¬ 
nity to improve their lives. 

The amount saved can be as little as 
a pound or two. There is a huge unmet 
need here, particularly for people ex¬ 
cluded from a high street bank ac¬ 
count or in receipt of state benefits 

First Dorset Credit Union is ex¬ 
panding its service to the community 
in Bridport and needs people who 
want to volunteer some time to bene¬ 
fit others in our locality. 

This local community support proj¬ 
ect is a savings and loan co-operative 


run by a board of volunteer directors 
elected from among its membership, 
and is supported by local councils, 
Housing Associations and Citizens 
Advice Bureaux. It is owned by its 
members. 

Bridport has one of the 10 service 
points in Dorset. At present it is open 
on Saturday mornings for a couple of 
hours but the intention is to open also 
during the week. 

To help with this expansion volun¬ 
teers are needed in Bridport to help 
behind the desk for a couple of hours 
each week on a rota basis alongside 
the existing volunteers. 

This involves dealing with mem¬ 
bers, accepting and dispensing cash in 
small sums, ordering head office 
cheques for larger sums and record¬ 
ing transactions. The work is reward¬ 
ing and interesting. 

New members, whether intending to 
borrow or save, are always welcome. 
The opening deposit is £2. After that 
it’s whatever they wish to afford.

REVIEW FROM BRIDPORT CAM 3'S JOH POYNTZ 


G ARRY Hayball set the tone for the 
evening with an amusing, enter¬ 
taining and relaxed evening dur¬ 
ing which the animated audience 
practically had to be dragged over to the 
refreshment area for the half-time tea 
and coffee break. 

Alan Goodchild had taken a new digital 
Olympus 'point-and-shoot' pocket cam¬ 
era on a recent trip to London and used 
it to capture the detail in a relief pro¬ 
duced by Philip Jackson of the late 
Queen Mother's life, unveiled early 2009 
and on display in Carlton House Terrace, 
close to the Mall in central London. 

Mike Hounsell had also put a new com¬ 
pact camera, a Panasonic model, 
through its paces and had been im¬ 
pressed with the results, especially how 
well it had coped with difficult subjects 
such as detail in snow - however, the 
bugbears of projecting buttons on the 
back being activated inadvertently 
against clothing and no index to the 
manual were amusingly explained and 
proved most entertaining. 

Simon Nobes demonstrated the tech¬ 
niques he employs to produce his 'Little 
Planet' images and in doing so also 
demonstrated his phenomenal abilities 
with Photoshop techniques as well as 
natural skills as a teacher. 

Andy White, an experienced photogra¬ 
pher with an amazing 'eye' for the land¬ 
scape, showed a selection from a recent 
trip to the Monument Valley in Utah, 
where staggering natural rock forma¬ 
tions, called Buttes, dwarf the Native 
American Indian settlement shacks 
which litter the area. 

The highly regarded photographer 
from Dorchester, John Tilsley, deprecat- 


ingly referred to his minimal knowledge 
of digital colour use - of which he is a re¬ 
cent convert; his display was the result of 
a trip to Trujillo, in south west Spain in 
April, a time when the temperature is 
perfect. 

There is a massive abundance of flora 
in the steppe area near this ancient town 
and farm practices encourage a huge va¬ 
riety and number of scavenging birds. 

Tony Gill, also from Dorchester, showed 
some beautiful local shots taken mainly 
in early first light - as he stated, "often 
with landscapes, it's more to do with the 
sky than the land." 

His shots of Colmer Hill, Corfe Castle 
and Glastonbury Tor projecting through 
freezing mist against stunning skies 
demonstrated this perfectly. 

Our town's Charlie Wheeler, a very 
promising photographer, is experiment¬ 
ing with both landscape and use of a 
new macro lens; he usually captures im¬ 
ages of the birds where he works at Ab- 
botsbury with a hand held camera, 
finding the tripod rather cumbersome. 

Keith Lee, as he stated,"is interested in 
anything that moves," and his images of 
drag races, steam rallies, motorcross and 
bikers at Goodwood festival testified. 

Sid Jones, a popular, experienced pho¬ 
tographer, judge and speaker, rounded 
off the evening with a speedy and hu¬ 
morous presentation of printed images 
from Florida, Ireland, France and 
Gloucester, as well as Dorset. 

The Bridport Camera Club next meets 
on January 19th at Chancery House, 
when the Landscape competition, post¬ 
poned from December 1st, will take 
place with a start time of 7:30pm.

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Bridport couple shed the pounds 


AN inspirational Bridport couple 
have lost 11 stone in weight in just 
over a year after embarking on a 
weight loss journey together. 

Reverend Philip Ringer, 63, and 
his wife Christine, 61, took on the 
challenge together after both receiv¬ 
ing a shock to the system. 

During a routine visit to the med¬ 
ical centre Christine was recom¬ 
mended by her GP to attend a local 
Slimming World group, after he no¬ 
ticed a steady increase in her weight 
over a number of years. 

She admits that first attending the 
group was a daunting experience but 
she now loves her weekly visit. 

“There were a lot of people there, 
some were quite large and some had 
obviously already lost quite a lot of 
weight so it was encouraging to see 


you could do it,” said Christine. 

“On the other hand you think 
you’ll never get there. Just losing a 
couple of pounds seemed hard. 

“The group made it a lot easier 
though and because we were fairly 
new to Bridport I’ve made quite a 
lot of friends through it. 

“Rachael (the group leader) is fan¬ 
tastic, she’s very supportive and 
committed and if you miss a session 
she’ll be on the phone to check that 
everything is okay.” 

Christine joined Slimming World 
in September 2009 and she has now 
lost five stone; Philip, who joined 
her on the plan, has now lost six 
stone. 

For Philip the turning point came 
when he took a funeral. 

“There was a huge coffin which 



took six bearers to carry because it 
was so heavy,” he said. 

“I was going in that direction. It 
didn’t look pleasant, I thought when 
I leave this world I don’t want peo¬ 
ple to have to struggle, because it 
looked quite obscene.” 

On their previous diet the couple 
used to get through a loaf of fresh 
bread every three days, had cake 
with lunch and supper and would 
regularly stock up on crisps, biscuits 
and chocolate during their weekly 
shop. 

The couple have now swapped the 
chocolate for fresh fruit, and Philip 
has had to schedule in regular trips 
to Timpson’s in West Street to have 
an extra hole added to his belt. 

The diet plan also re-ignited Chirs- 
tine’s love for trying new recipes 


and meat-eater Philip is now partic¬ 
ularly fond of her healthy butternut 
squash and red lentil curry. 

Dropping from 18 stone to 12 
stone came as a shock for members 
of Reverend Ringer’s congregation, 
and he had to publicly announce his 
weight loss had been deliberate to 
ease his parishioners concerns about 
his health. 

On the contrary Reverend Ringer 
has now been taken off beta-blocker 
tablets, which he took for more than 
six years to control his blood pres¬ 
sure. Philip is now at his target 
weight and wife Christine doesn’t 
have far to go. 

“We did it together and its been a 
great act of companionship on the 
journey really, Christine has in¬ 
spired me no end” he said.

A FEW years ago I went to Tenerife, walking every¬ 
where, chatting to local residents. It was stagger¬ 
ing, even scary, to see how this island was being 
taken over by the power of money. 

It was hard to see who really benefited as most 
of the indigenous population were pushed out of 
their homes and any lucrative jobs. Living in little 
boxes, to the north of the island or as seasonal per¬ 
sonnel in the massive hotels.

Town Hall artwork to be restored 


HISTORIC artwork at Bridport's Town Hall will be re¬ 
stored to its former glory following a £3,000 grant 
from the Charles Hayward Foundation. 

The funding was secured following an application 
made by the Bridport Area Development Trust on 
behalf of the Bridport Town Council. 

The collection of paintings to be restored are the 
work of Francis H Newbery who was brought up in 
Bridport and later went on to become the director 
of Glasgow School of Art. 

Following an illustrious career, Newbery retired to 
Corfe Castle in Dorset in 1919 where he began to 
paint local scenes and use local people as models for 
his major paintings. 

These paintings celebrated the history of the 
county and were designed for its public spaces and 
buildings. 

In 1925 Newbery designed and supervised the re¬ 
decoration of the main Council Chamber of Bridport 
Town Hall. 

He painted and presented to the town a series of 
panels and paintings depicting key elements of our 


local history, which is probably the largest single col¬ 
lection of his paintings for public places. 

Until now these impressive paintings have been 
behind closed doors but with the Heritage Lottery 
funded Town Hall Conservation Project about to 
start, soon everyone will be able to see the artists 
legacy. 

Crystal Johnson, activities co-ordinator for the 
project said:"Generally the Newbery designed inte¬ 
rior is in a reasonable state of repair. 

However, some of the larger paintings have suf¬ 
fered damage due to environmental conditions in 
the building. 

"We are delighted that this grant from the Charles 
Hayward Foundation will enable us to have the 
paintings properly conserved and that theTown Hall 
project will not only ensure the protection of these 
important historic artworks for the future but enable 
everyone to really appreciate and enjoy them." 

During the building works the paintings and mu¬ 
rals not needing restoration and repair will be se¬ 
curely stored.

Council to offer loans 
to homeowners for 
essential repair work 

HOMEOWNERS in West Dorset worried about how 
to pay for urgent repairs to their property can now 
apply for low interest loans subsidised by West 
Dorset District Council. 

A new initiative run by the district council in part¬ 
nership with Wessex Home Improvement Loans 
can help vulnerable homeowners to make vital re¬ 
pairs and improvements to their properties. 

Loans will be made available to help finance the 
installation of energy efficient central heating sys¬ 
tems, double glazed windows and safe electrical 
wiring, as well as to help people needing to make 
adaptations to maintain their independence or re¬ 
move hazards. 

The innovative scheme is subsidised by West 
Dorset District Council and is designed for those 
facing difficulties and unable to afford to borrow 
money at commercial rates. 

If West Dorset District Council agrees proposed 
works are necessary, applicants could be eligible 
for a low interest loan at a low fixed interest rate of 
3 per cent (3.04 per cent APR). 

Leader of West Dorset District Council Robert 
Gould said: "I am pleased we are able to offer this 
support to home owners in West Dorset. 

"The recent cold weather conditions offer a good 
example of why it is important that vulnerable 
people should be helped to make improvements 
to their homes without them becoming burdened 
with high interest loans. 

"This initiative offers low interest loans to help 
ensure homes in the district measure up to the De¬ 
cent Home Standard in spite of the challenging 
economic times many people are facing." 


Festive crime down by ten per cent 


CRIME figures in Dorset fell 
by more than 10 per cent over 
the festive period thanks to a 
concerted effort from police. 

Efforts by the force to ensure 
that people in Dorset enjoyed a 
safe Christmas and New Year 
have resulted in total crime 
falling - with violent crime and 
vehicle crime also dropping 
during December compared to 
the previous year. 

During December 2010 total 
crime fell by 10.7 per cent 
compared to 2009 - resulting 
in 381 fewer crimes in Dorset. 

Violent crime also dropped 
last month compared to De¬ 
cember 2009 - resulting in 52 
fewer violent crimes across the 
county, which equates to a re¬ 
duction of 6.3 per cent. 

The force has continued to 
reduce violent crime through 
the work carried out under Op¬ 
eration Protect. 

Over the festive season addi¬ 
tional officers were on patrol in 
the evenings in towns across 
the county. 

Superintendent Dave Thorp 
said: “I am pleased that crime 
dropped over the festive season 
compared to 2009. 

“We took a proactive ap¬ 
proach to policing over the 
Christmas and New Year pe¬ 
riod, with increased officers on 
patrol providing a high visibil¬ 
ity service to the public. 


“Our staff and officers car¬ 
ried out their duties in a highly 
professional manner during the 
New Year celebrations - which 
is traditionally a busy time for 
the force.” 

In the build up to the Christ¬ 
mas and New Year celebrations 
officers worked closely with li¬ 
censees, advising them how a 
safe and enjoyable atmosphere 
can be achieved. 

Police officers, alongside 
council licensing officers and 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice staff, also visited town cen¬ 
tre licensed premises, taking 
action against anyone found 
flouting licensing laws. 

Also, alcohol was seized 
from people under the age of 
18 and, in certain cases, par¬ 
ents of those acting in an anti¬ 
social manner were contacted 
to advise them that their son or 
daughter had been brought to 
the attention of the police. 

Superintendent Thorp contin¬ 
ued: “There were over 50 
fewer violent crimes in Dorset 
in December 2010 compared 
to December 2009. 

“A lot of partnership work 
was done during the festive 
season to make people aware 
of the potential consequences 
they could face if they drank to 
excess - like getting into a 
fight and ending up in a police 


station, or drinking so much 
that they need to receive hospi¬ 
tal treatment. 

“We worked closely with our 
partners to get these messages 
out to the public and I’m 


pleased to see that the result of 
this work - along with our en¬ 
hanced policing - has seen 
fewer victims of violent crime 
in Dorset.” 

Over the New Year period - 


between 10pm on Friday, De¬ 
cember 31st 2010 and 6:30am 
on Saturday, January 1st 2011 
- Dorset Police dealt with 487 
incidents across the county and 
made 69 arrests. 


'No excuse'campaign cuts road casulaties 


MOTORISTS across Dorset are learning there is 
no excuse for flouting the law after police detected 
more than 17,000 offences last year. 

The Dorset Road Safe partnership’s 2010 ‘no ex¬ 
cuse’ campaign has seen tickets and casualty num¬ 
bers continue to drop since operations began on 
January 18th last year. 

However, figures show that despite fatal and se¬ 
rious injuries being down 17.2 per cent compared 
to last year - the lowest recorded for the area - the 
Dorset County council is still failing to meet gov¬ 
ernment targets. 

Based on the 1994-98 average the reduction of 
those killed or seriously injured (KSI) casualties on 
the county’s roads was 5.8 percent short of the na¬ 
tional target of 40 per cent by 2010. 

The council’s reduction in the number of child 
KSIs by 2010 was, however, 19 per cent above the 
national average of 50 per cent. 

The numbers of people killed or seriously injured 
on the county’s roads fell last year to 215. This 
compares to 260 KSIs in 2009 and 294 in 2008. 

DCC’s road safety manager, Robert Smith, said: 
“Although this is very encouraging news, we can¬ 
not be complacent as each crash causes untold mis¬ 
ery for those involved. There is still a great deal of 
work to be done to convince a significant number 
of motorists that they must concentrate more on 
what is going on around them. 

“For those who choose to ignore our advice, it 
will only be a matter of time before they too are 
caught. We will continue to crack down on bad and 
careless driving anywhere in Dorset. 


“Although we would not link the reduction in ca¬ 
sualty figures wholly to ‘no excuse’, we would like 
to think that the project, along with the sterling ef¬ 
forts made by all our partners and responsible driv¬ 
ers, is really making a difference in Dorset.” 

With the same level of enforcement, the average 
number of tickets issued per day in October 2010 
was reduced by 18 per cent compared to February 
that year. 

Special one-day operations in Dorchester raised 
the campaign’s profile, with 80 per cent of the 
county now recognising the ‘no excuse’ brand. That 
number peaked at 94 per cent during November’s 
Surround a Town operation. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols of Dorset Police 
Specialist Operations said they were now seeing 
evidence the scheme was working. 

“The ’no excuse’ campaign is designed to reduce 
offending behaviour that is directly linked to colli¬ 
sions and to the consequences of collisions,” he 
said, adding: “Through enforcement and education 
we aim to make Dorset safer for all road users.” 

The ‘no excuse” campaign is being delivered by 
the Dorset Road Safe partnership, which includes 
Dorset Police, DCC, Bournemouth Borough Coun¬ 
cil, Borough of Poole, Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service, NHS Dorset and Dorset Road Safe en¬ 
forcement among others. 

Launched in January 2010, ‘no excuse’ has seen 
an increased and sustained presence of police and 
safety camera teams on Dorset’s roads, combined 
with targeted education and awareness-raising 
campaigns.

U nless you've been lucky enough to build your house from 
the ground up, you will at some point be stuck with 
somebody else's ideas of interior decoration. You may de¬ 
cide to live with the royal blue living room and daisy wallpaper 
in the kitchen, or you might feel a sudden urgent desire to paint 
the house magnolia.

Today's stream-lined contemporary look harks back to 1930s 
modernism combined with a dash of 1960s spirit. And, yes, 
today's turquoise, yellow and pink toasters, kettles and lemon 
squeezers have the 1950s to thank for their design. No one 
should blatantly copy the work of others as this is an empty ex¬ 
ercise, but rather mulch together sights and sounds from your 
environment to create the style that suits you.

Pho¬ 
tographing or sketching this accurately will be the only way of 
reproducing this later. The ancient Greeks were very keen on 
geometry and used it extensively in their buildings. Try to analyse 
why a particular room or building looks and feels right to you. 
What are the proportions? Is it symmetrical or asymmetrical? Are 
there a lot of decorative features, or is it very plain? By finding an¬ 
swers to these questions, you are finding your own style. 

Once you have a store of inspiration, you are then ready to 
source materials, chose colours and buy furniture that fits your 
style. Perhaps you've been inspired by a holiday on the English 
seaside. You've taken photos of the flint houses with their mar¬ 
itime blue trim, the long stretches of sandy beach with its tufts of 
marsh grass, the colourful beachhouses lined up along the shore. 
Translate these images and feelings into your own environment 
by sourcing sofas and chairs in a relaxed design, upholstered in 
sandy neutrals; paint your walls with a creamy wash; let the sun 
stream into the room with modern voiles, linen blinds or planta¬ 
tion shutters; accent it all with those beautiful sea blues and 
greens. Keep your accessories natural - wood, stone, shells, flow¬ 
ers. If you stay true to those elements which gave you a sense of 
pleasure on your holiday, you will create a happy space in your 
home. 

The more you explore and make a conscious note of the things 
that inspire you, the more confident you will become with your 
own style preferences. Always stay open to new influences. Keep 
your eyes and ears open. Your style is something which should 
grow as you grow. Your style is part of who you are. Why not make 
it part of your home environment?

What some consider the "definitive" line-up of the band has recorded a 
cover of Bob Dylan's 'Watching The River Flow'. 

Also contributing separately to the album are Stones drummer Charlie 
Watts (who played a show with Ben at Lyme's Marine Theatre back in 
2009), that other boogie-woogie player par excellence, Jools Holland, and 
Ben's cousin, PJ Harvey. Old Stones stalwart Glyn Johns is on production 
duties.

Ford celebrates UK market leadership as 
it moves into its centenary year 


AS FORD of Britain enters its cente¬ 
nary year - marking 100 years in 
the UK - it is celebrating 34 consec¬ 
utive years of car sales leadership 
and an astonishing 45 years of UK 
commercial vehicle sales leader¬ 
ship. 

Ford's top-selling vehicle range 
secured almost 15 per cent of the 
UK's total 2010 market for the blue 
oval. Other highlights of the official 
full-year 2010 figures from the So¬ 
ciety of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) include: 

• Number one UK car brand for 34 
successive years. 

• Ford commercial vehicles have 
been the UK's favourite for 45 
years. 

• Ford Fiesta is the UK best seller for 
the second successive year. 

• Ford Fiesta and Ford Galaxy are 
segment leaders in fleet, retail and 
total sales. 

• Ford Transit and Ford Fiesta Van 
registered significant sales in¬ 
creases compared with 2009. 

• Ford sold 280,364 cars in the UK 
last year during an intensely com¬ 
petitive trading period which saw 
the end of the Government vehicle 
scrappage scheme in March. 

Ford Fiesta was the UK car sales 
leader again in 2010, having taken 
the position from the Ford Focus in 
2009, with 103,013 registrations. 


Both the Ford Kuga and the Ford S- 
MAX secured increased sales in 
2010, compared with 2009. Ford 
Kuga sales at 11,527 were up from 
10,173 in 2009, and Ford S-MAX 
sales increased to 12,276 compared 
with 9,373 in 2009. 

Ford Transit, launched in 1965, 
has led the commercial vehicle sec¬ 
tor ever since. The Transit helped 
account for a significant growth in 
Ford commercial vehicle sales in 
2010, totaling 62,308, up from 
55,474 in 2009. Ford Transit sales 
alone were up from 36,760 in 2009 
to 46,300 in 2010 while Ford Fiesta 
Van sales also increased for the year 
up from 2,429 in 2009 to 3,116 in 
2010. 

The official figures released by 
the SMMT today show that in a 
month hit by unusually severe 
weather UK car sales were down 
18.0 percent to 123,817 units com¬ 
pared with December 2009. Ford 
car sales were 13,953, down from 
21,732 in December 2009 and 
Ford's overall share of car sales was 
11.3 per cent for the month. 

Ford was the overall UK retail 
sales leader in December with Ford 
Ka, Ford Fiesta, Ford C-MAX and 
Ford Galaxy all leading their re¬ 
spective retail sales segments. 
Compared with December 2009, 
the Ford C-MAX, the Ford Kuga, the 


Ford S-MAX and the Ford Galaxy all 
registered overall sales increases. 

Ford commercial sales were up in 
December compared with the 
same month in 2009: Ford medium 
commercial sales increased from 
3,311 to 4,131 while Ford light com¬ 
mercial sales were up from 408 to 
443. 

Nigel Sharp, Ford Britain manag¬ 
ing director, said: "Ford's 2010 sales 
performance benefited from a 
steady flow of new models, includ¬ 
ing C-MAX, Mondeo, S-MAX and 


Galaxy, and the unrivalled strength 
of its dealer network. In an in¬ 
tensely competitive market our dis¬ 
ciplined approach to the market 
saw a strengthening in retail and 
commercial sales, which was sup¬ 
ported by a clear pricing and com¬ 
munications strategy. 

"There will be tough market con¬ 
ditions again in 2011 but we are 
looking forward to a successful cen¬ 
tenary year, starting with the launch 
of the exciting, new Ford Focus in 
the next couple of months."

Tragedy hits 

THE Bob Buckler yard suffered a blow 
at Towcester on Monday when Ellie 
Wiggins, running her first hurdle race 
suffered some kind of seizure and died 
whilst racing. 

The five-year-old is believed to have 
suffered a heart attack or an aneurism 
that caused her to crash through the rails 
and deposit jockey Nathan Sweeney on 
his backside. 

“We are unsure exactly what happened 
at the moment, but she was brain dead 
when she careered off the track. Nathan 
was very fortunate and had the presence 
of mind to jump off her before she col¬ 
lapsed and escaped with just a sore bot¬ 
tom from bumping along the grass. 

\ “It is unusual for a horse to die in this 
way particularly as she had three bumper 
races already and there had been no sug¬ 
gestion of a problem, which indicates 
maybe it was an aneurism. She was a 
very nice young horse who may have 
gone on to better things, and it is obvi¬ 
ously very sad” said Buckler. 

Despite his spill, Sweeney was in ac¬ 
tion 30 minutes later to pilot Ballyegan 
to second place in the Ladbrokes Mobile 
Masters Handicap Chase. Made 7/2 
favourite following his excellent second 
at Taunton on New Years Eve, the six- 
year-old just failed to catch Flying Squad 
despite closing on him in the run-in. 

Earlier he had finished third on Power 
Lord in the Ladbrokes Roulette Novices' 


Hurdle over three miles. The 66/1 shot, 
running only his second race in his ca¬ 
reer, ran on strongly to move into third 
spot at the last. 

Tiger Breeze ran well in a Happy New

Cullahill finished strongly after being 
in contention for most of th way in the 
Oxygen Creative Design And Web De¬ 
velopment Novices Limited Handicap 
Chase but having been edged out of the 
top three places jockey Nick Skelton ap¬ 
peared to stand up in the stirrups as if 
some problem, but then rallied after the 
final fence to close on but not catch 
fourth placed Earth Planet by half a 
length. 

Buckler said:”Nick said he felt he was 
being squeezed and just stood back to 
make sure the horse didn’t fall, but then 
he came again well, and but for that 
jumped well after his fall at Plumpton.” 

Mizzurka put in a disappointing 
jumping display after her fine second 
place at Taunton the week before where 
she appeared to have the race won until 
being spooked by the woodchip crossing 


leading to the paddock 150m from the 
line. 

The outsider in the listed Class 1 
32red.com Mares' Hurdle over 2 Vi miles 
at Sandown Park, she made a mistake 
early on and lost her confidence and 
eventually finished fifth. 

Buckler said: “We wanted her to have 
the experience of a listed race and ex¬ 
pected her to finish at the back, but she 
didn’t do herself justice with her jump¬ 
ing. 

“Having made a mistake early on she 
lost her confidence and put in a number 
of short strides which affected her jump¬ 
ing and meant she lost her rhythm and 
about a length every hurdle, and in the 
heavy ground it was quite sapping.” 

Double Dizzy finished a creditable 
fourth at Wincanton in the Higos Insur¬ 
ance Services Handicap Chase over two 
miles five furlongs. Jumping well and 
with the leaders most of the way, he lost 
touch with the leading three as they 
turned for home but stayed on with 
Nathan Sweeney atop to claim fourth 
spot comfortably. 

“He ran a nice race, but is hard work,” 
said Buckler. 

Quix failed to confirm the promise of 
his third place in his debut at Lingfield 
last month by finishing eighth in the 
bumper at Southwell. The race was won 
easily by the odds-on favourite Knight 
Pass who is considered to be a Chel¬ 


tenham horse, Quix ran too freely early 
on to lead the field. 

Buckler said: “The ground was too 
sticky for him as well really, particularly 
in the turn for home where the field swal¬ 
lowed him up a bit, but he stayed on and 
only finished 3 !4 lengths down on fourth 
place. It was also a high quality race for 
Southwell as shown in the betting with 
our horse at 33/1 despite a good run first 
time out.” 

Fun Guy was found to have a breath¬ 
ing problem after finishing in midfield in 
his third hurdle race on the same card at 
Southwell. The horse who has already 
had a throat operation has been checked 
over, and it appears that everything is in 
place as it should be, and that he needs to 
run on firm ground. 

“We need to be more selective about 
the ground he runs on. The heavier con¬ 
ditions only exacerbate his situation,” 
said Buckler. 

Despite Buckler’s lack of winners just 
now on the racecourse, he had success 
recently on the point-to-point circuit 
when Different Trades won the Hark- 
away Club Members Intermediate race at 
Chaddesley Corbett, near Bromsgrove. 

The seven-year-old, owned by Buckler 
and ridden by Jack Barber, went of at 5/2 
and beat the 9/4 favourite Commander 
Kev by three lengths with 14/1 shot Lord 
Brunello a further 12 lengths away in 
third in the 12 horse field.

Excellent win double for Weymouth 


WHAT with the inclement weather and the break for Christ¬ 
mas and the New Year I encountered a little difficulty in re¬ 
membering just whom I should be covering when the 
league action resumed on Saturday.
